One  of  the  nation's  leading  engineers  and  educators  tonight 
branded  as  "silly"  any  proposals  to  cease  experiments  to  make  the 
hydrogen  bomb  more  effective. 

"The  H-bomb  in  the  hands  of  the  United  States  is  the  greatest 
instrument  for  peace  that  has  ever  been  devised,  and  our  hopes  for 
continued,  and  possibly  permanent,  peace  will  increase  in  proportion 
to  the  effectiveness  of  the  bomb,"  said  Dr.  John  T,  Rettaliata,  president 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

Dr.  Rettaliata  was  dinner  speaker  at  a  Blast  Furnace  and  Raw 
Materials  conference  of  the  American  Institute  of  Mining  and 
Metalliu-gical  Engineers  in  the  grand  ballroom  of  the  Palmer  House, 
Chicago.  His  topic  was  "How  Technology  Guarantees  Our  Future. " 

"Let  us  continue  our  experiments  to  ever  improve  the  bomb's 
efficiency  and,  thereby,  our  security,"  he  declared.   "Tf.'hat  would  have 
been  our  present  fate  if  Russia  had  the  bomb  and  we  did  not? 

"We  must  never  be  second  in  the  race  for  capability  for  total 
annihilation, " 

The  Illinois  Tech  president  debunked  the  idea  that  Chicago  would 
be  the  No.  1  target  for  attack  by  the  enemy, 
U/6/5U  — more — 
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"If  Russia  ever  attempts  to  attack  us  one  city  at  a  time,  she 
would  have  great  difficulty  in  ever  attacking  the  second  city.  Our 
military  reprisal  would  seriously  impair,  if  not  cripple,  her  striking 
force  if  she  attacked  on  a  sequential  basis,"  he  asserted, 

"The  only  hope  for  a  successful  attack  by  the  enemy  is  to  destroy 
all  of  our  major  cities  and  military  bases  simultaneously,  so  that  we 
cannot  strike  back. 

"The  entire  United  States  is  the  No,  1  target," 

Dr.  Rettaliata  emphasized  that  while  the  H-bomb  is  the  most 
destructive  force  knoT-m  at  the  present,  biological  warfare  has  a  much 
greater  potential  for  human  destruction. 

"The  nerve  gasses  and  crop  and  water-supply  contaminators  can 
kill  much  larger  segments  of  the  population.  But  yet,  as  far  as  we 
know,  nations  do  not  use  these  equally  horrible  weapons  against  each  other. 

"Why,  therefore,"  he  asked,  "should  we  despair  of  reaching  a 
similar  understanding  between  nations  that  the  H-  and  A-bombs  vrill   be 
outlawed?" 

"I  am  confident  that  by  maintaining  our  scientific  and 
technological  superiority  we  can  continue  to  quarantine  all  forces  of 
evil  and  give  the  world  the  necessary  time  slowly  to  right  itself  in 
the  years  ahead,"  he  concluded.

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Today's  youth  are  becoming  more  aware  of  the  need  of  preparing  for 
tomorrow  if  the  attendance  and  interest  at  the  sixth     annual  Chicago 
area  Career  conferences  are  any  indication. 

Approximately  1,300  students  from  l58  high  schools,   junior 
colleges,   and  universities  attended  the  195U  conference  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  on  March  20» 

"The  interest  shown  by  the  students  indicated  that  the  younger 
generation,  far  from  being  without  purpose,  is  aware  of  its  future 
responsibilities,"  Herbert  Fe  Schwarz,    general  chairman,  pointed  out. 

The  conference— sponsored  jointly  by  Illinois  Tech,  the  Chicago 
Technical  council,  and  the  Chicago  Sun-Times— attracted  1,292  students, 
an  increase  of  more  than  75  per  cent  over  the  1953  figure  of  73k* 

The  professional  entertainment  panel,  which  featured  Eddie 
Bracken,    star  of  the  Chicago  stage  success,    "The  Seven  Year  Itch," 
as  chairman,   enjoyed  the  greatest  attendance  among  the  32  panels 
with  a  302  total. 

School  authorities  should  be  encouraged  by  the  fact  that  the 

teaching  panel  drew  the  second  highest  attendance,  with  231  students 

seeking  information  about  teaching  at  the  elementary,  high  school, 

and  college  levels »

All  of  the  panels  dealing  with  science  and  engineering  were 
well  attended,   reflecting  the  interest  stimulated  by  the  United  States' 
continuing  advancement  into  the  hydrogen  bomb  age*     The  six  panels 
averaged  118  students. 

Although  interest  patterns  at  the  19514  and  1953  conferences 
were  similar,   there  were  several  notable  differences. 

This  year's  attendance  of  231  at  the  teaching  panel  tripled  the 
75  total  for  last  year.     Marked  increases  also  were  recorded  at  the 
art  and  journalism-writing  panels.     Attendance  jumped  from  62  to  117 
at  the  art  panel  and  from  60  to  l60  at  the  journalism-writing  panel* 

There  were  no  sharp  drops  in  attendance,  although  the  panels 
on  law,  finance,  psychology,  industrial  management,  and  architecture 
experienced  slight  decreases. 

Among  the  158  institutions  represented  by  students  at  the 
conference  were  76  public  high  schools,  6l  private  and  parochial 
schools,  13  colleges  and  universities,  1^  junior  colleges,   and  h 
professional  schools. 
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A  continuous  check  for  airborne  radioactivity  has  been  begun 
in  Chicago  by  scientists  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology. 

Main  purpose  of  the  check,  according  to  Dr.  Leonard  Reiffel, 
supervisor  of  nuclear  physics,  are: 

1.  To  test  for  health  safety  the  air  in  Foundation  laboratories 
where  radioactive  materials  are  being  used. 

2,  To  provide  information  on  "background"  radiation  (radiation 
not  due  to  their  experiments)  so  that  more  accurate  measurements  can  be 
made  with  counting  devices. 

The  2U-hour-a-day  check  is  performed  idth  an  automatic  hazard 
analyzer,  a  device  built  for  the  purpose  by  the  nuclear  physics  section 
of  the  Foundation. 

The  hazard  analyzer  samples  the  air  continuously,  presenting 
information  on  air-borne  radioactivity  on  four  dials  and  also  on  a 
moving  ehart  for  a  permanent  record.  It  sounds  a  warning  horn  if  the 
radiation  level  gets  too  high  for  safety.

"Even  though  laboratories  using  radioactive  materials  observe 
many  precautions  to  guard  against  accidents, "  Dr»  Reif fel  said,    "airborne 
contamination  is  often  a  possibility  that  must  be  reckoned  with.     This 
source  of  difficulty  is  especially  dangerous  in  isotope  handling  facilities, 
often  far  more  hazardous  than  external  exposure*" 

In  operation,   the  apparatus  automatically  provides  data  on  the 
type  of  radiation  emitter  present  (alpha  or  beta-gamma)  and  the  radiation 
level,  Dr,  Reiffel  added. 

The  analyzer  permits  separation  of  long-  and  short-lived  activities. 
"This  characteristic  is  important,"  he  explained,   'Taecause  natural  radon 
and  thoron  in  the  atmosphere  are  short-lived  activities     that  make  precise 
and  instantaneous  measurements  of  hazards  due  to  long-half-life  radioisotopes 
very  difficult," 

The  hazard  analyzer  also  has  two  radiation  counters  for  monitoring 
surface  contamination.     They  are  used  as  probes  to  explore  articles 
suspected  of  being  contaminated. 

The  apparatus  is  able  to  provide  health-hazard  information  on  an 
entire  radioiso tope-handling  facility.     It  is  enclosed  in  a  mobile  console 
2^  feet  on  a  side  and  k  feet  high.

Recent  advances  in  the  field  of  electrochemistry  will  be 
described  May  2  to  6  at  the  spring  meeting  of  the  Electrochemical  society 
at  the  LaSalle  hotel  in  Chicago, 

Some  lU6  technical  papers  will  be  presented,   according  to  the 
general  chairman,  Dr©  Howard  T,  Francis,   supervisor  of  electrochemistry 
research  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology* 

General  sessions  will  cover  electric  insulation,   electronics, 
industrial  electrolysis,  and  theoretical  electrochanistryo 

In  addition,  special  symposia  will  be  held  on  rare  metals,  molten- 
bath  electrolysis,    electric  insulation,  compression  of  halogens, 
luminescence,   instrumental  measurements,  screen  applications,   and  semi- 
conductors* 

The  all-day  rare  metals  symposium  featuring  papers  on  fused-salt 
electrolysis  is  an  important  feature  of  this  year's  meeting,  Dr.  Francis  said. 

It  will  be  held  May  U  and  will  include  papers  by  experts  in  the  fields 
of  aluminum,   zirconium,  molybdenum,  and  titanium.     The  entire  afternoon  session 
will  be  devoted  to  titanium  and  its  electrolytic  .  production. 

"This  session  should  be  of  particular  interest  to  the  general  metall- 
urgical profession,"  Dr.  Franics  said,    "because  it  will  include  much  information 
on  the  development  of  commercial  processes  for  titanium  and  zirconium

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Opportunities  for  graduate  study  in  science  and  engineering 
are  greater  than  ever  before,  but  so  are  the  temptations  that  cause 
college  stud3nts  to  end  their  formal  schooling  at  the  bachelor's 
degree  levela 

The  report  comes  from  Dr.  Marion  Ho  Groves,  assistant  dean  of 
the  graduate  school  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technolos''j  Chicago,  who 
attributed  both  increases  to  the  critical  shortage  of  scientists  and 
engineers. 

He  said  educational  institutions  are  offering  more 
fellowships  and  assistantships  to  induce  outstanding  students  to  work 
towards  master  and/or  doctor's  degrees, 

Dr,  Groves  pointed  out  that  the  national  government,  private 
industry,  research  organizations,  and  professional  and  scientific 
groups  are  sponsoring  an  increasing  number  of  fellowships  for 
graduate  studyo 

The  number  of  graduate  fellowships  at  Illinois  Tech  has  grown 
from  10  to  more  than  $0   during  the  last  five  years,  Dr,  Groves  revealed,. 
The  value  of  these  grants  has  increased  greatly  during  this  period,  he  added,

"It  appears  that  all  fellowships  for  next  year  will  award 
stipends  of  $2,000  or  more,"  he  explained,  comparing  the  figure  to  the 
$1,U00  average  five  years  ago* 

He  said  that  fellowships  allowing  full  concentration  on  the 
academic  program  last  year  ranged  from  $1,7^0  to  $2,l50,  with  an  average 
stipend,  including  tuition,  of  |1,990  for  the  academic  year. 

He  also  offered  some  striking  figures  showing  how  the  value  of 
assistantships  has  increased  during  the  past  10  years — more  than  doubled, 
in  fact. 

The  assistantships  will  provide  $1,750  during  the  195U-5$  academic 
year,  compared  to  $825  a  decade  ago*     Five  years  ago  the  figure  was  $l,275f 

Dro  Groves  explained  that,  in  addition  to  the  stipends  provided 
during  the  actual  graduate  training,   there  are  the  incentives  of  higher 
starting  salaries   and  more  rapid  promotions  after  graduation^ 

Dr.  Groves  pointed  out  that  the  temptations   to  forgo  further 
study  for  an  immediate  position  in  industry  have  never  been  so  great  as 
they  are  at  the  present. 

Each  graduating  class,   he  explained,  is  confronted  by  the 
numerous  representatives  of  companies  who   come  to  the  campus  and  offer 
the  graduates  record-breaking  starting  salaries, 

"The  pressure  to  become  economically  independent  is  so  great 
and  the  lure  of  lucrative  employment  so  enticing  as   to  be,   all  too 
frequently,  irreyisitible  to  the  new  graduate,"  Dr.  Groves  commented.

Eleven  times  as  many  fatal  traffic  accidents  have  occurred 
on  Edens  expressway  as  on  Calumet-Kingery  expressway  since  both  were 
opened  29  months  ago,  but  state  traffic  engineers  say  it  is  still 
too  early  to  determine  what  is  causing  the  sharp  difference  in  safety. 

"The  accident  records  have  not  revealed  a  clear  pattern  thus 
far,"  William  F«  Bauch  Jr.,  expressway  traffics  engineer  for  the  Illinois 
highway  division,  told  an  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  alumni 
luncheon  in  the  Art  institute  club  room  today. 

Bauch  pointed  out  that  the  Calumet  expressway  has  had  "a  really 
remarkable  safety  record"  with  only  two  fatal  accidents  since  the 
expressways  were  opened  in  December,  1951,  compared  to  2U  on  Edens 
during  the  same  period* 

He  explained  that  both  expressways  have  similar  or  identical 
design  features  for  abutments,  horizontal  clearances  at  bridges, 
cloverleaf  patterns,  and  many  other  features. 

Bauch  said  the  traffic  fatality  record  on  Calumet  expressway 
was  achieved  although  it  has  a  higher  percentage  of  heavy  trucks  volume 
and  the  average  speed  of  vehicles  is  higher  than  Edens.

He  added,  however,  that  the  Edens  safety  record  is  better  than 
that  of  Skokie  Highway  in  Lake  county,  which  serves  the  same  vehicles 
as  Edens  and  where  traffic  volume  is  comparable.

Driving  techniques,  Bauch  said,  must  be  changed  to  meet  expressway 
conditions  of  steady,  uninterrupted  high  speed  travels  Causes  of  many 
driving  errors  are  the  result  of  monotony  and  misjudging  speed,  he  emphasized. 

These  errors  include  the  ramming  of  cars  in  high  speed  traffic, 
running  off  the  road  as  a  result  of  sleepiness  or  road  hypnosis,  and 
accidents  involving  abrupt  changes  from  one  lane  to  another,  he  explained.

Bauch  gave  five  suggestions  for  safe  travel  on  the  high-speed 
highways : 

1,  Be  satisfied  to  be  neither  a  slow  poke  nor  a  hot  rod, 

2,  Allow  extra  space  in  all  directions  before  changing  lanes

3,  Give  flashing  or  arm  signals  before  changing  lanes,    turning, 
or  stopping,    to  eliminate  the  element  of  surprise.

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That  photographic  film  you  fogged  recently  may  not  have  been 
your  fault— it  could  have  been  the  work  of  radioactive  dust  particles, 
Dro  Walter  Co  McCrone,  senior  chemist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  declared  today, 

Dr,  McCrone  said  dustfall  studies  have  revealed  that  the 
radioactivity  in  Chicago  during  March  was  strong  enough  to  fog  film  if 
the  particles  came  in  direct  contact  with  it«  Radiation  from  radioactive 
dust  particles  has  the  same  effect  as  light  on  photographic  emulsions, 
he  explained* 

There  is  little  danger  of  fogging,  however,  if  the  film  is  kept 
in  its  original  wrapper  before  and  after  using,  Dr»  McCrone  pointed  out. 

Radioactivity  in  dust  samples  collected  in  Chicago  during  March 
was  about  100  times  the  average  level,  he  disclosed,  but  still  far  below 
a  level  that  would  be  dangerous  to  humans» 

Dr»  McCrone  attributed  the  increased  radioactive  content  to  the 
hydrogen  bomb  explosions  in  the  Pacific  during  Marcha  He  emphasized  that 
it  was  "pretty  weak"  by  the  time  it  reached  Chicago^ 

At  most,  he  declared,  the  radioactive  dust  could  have  only  the 

nuisance  effect  of  forcing  manufacturers  of  photographic  film  to  close 

down  their  plants  on  the  days  when  radioactive  dustfall  following 

bomb  explosions  is  especially  heavy.

A  new  design  for  scrapless  laminations  used  in  shell-type 
transformer  cores  has  been  developed  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,   Chicago* 

The  new  lamination  would  yield  transformers   that  are  lighter 
in  weight  than  those  made  with  conventional  scrapless  laminations, 
according  to  Harold  L,  Garbarino,   electrical  engineer  at  the  Foundation, 

Another  advantage,  Garbarino  said,   is   that  better  joints  can  be 
obtained  because  of  the  way  the  new  lamination  goes  together,    thus 
giving  lower  no-load  current* 

The  new  design  yields  laminations  having  proportionately 
larger  window     space   (open  area)   than  those  in  the  commonly  used 
laminations,     Garbarino  expects  this  feature  to  be  especially  useful  in 
high-voltage  applications,  where  more  core  window  space  usually  is 
required, 

Scrapless  laminations,   Garbarino  explained,   are  designed  in  such 
a  way  that  they  can  be  punched  from  sheets  or  rolls  of  magnetic  steel 
without  any  scrap.     The  new  design  is  not  expected  to  replace  older 
designs  but  rather  to  supplement  them  in  certain  applications.

Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  cooperative  education  program 
has  reached  a  postwar  high  in  enrollment,  but  there  418  still  are  more 
potential  sponsors  than  applicants. 

Phillip  B,  Lottich,   director  of  admissions  and  the  cooperative 
program,    today  reported  that  89  students  —21  more  than  in  September,  1953 — 
are  enrolled  in  the  co-op  program,  under  which  a  student  alternates  periods 
of  attendance  in  classes  with  employment  in  industry. 

"The  figure  would  be  even  higher  if  we  could  get  enough  qualified 
students   to  apply  for   the  program,"  Lottich  declared.      "We  have  a  number  of 
companies  that  are  looking  for  students   to  sponsor." 

Thirty-three  firms  are  participating  in  the  cooperative  program, 
which  combines  a  formal  college  education  with  practical  experience  in 
a  student's  specialized  field.     VJhile  working  for  the  sponsoring  company, 
a  student  receives  a  salary  sufficient  to  finance  his  college  education. 

Of  the  89  students  now  enrolled  in  the  progran,   38  are  studying 
in  the  classroom  and  5l  are  working  for  sponsoring  companies.     Under  the 
work-study  plan,   it  takes  about  five  and  a  half  years   to  receive  a  degree. 

The  cooperative  program  is  offered  in  four  engineering  fields — 

electrical,   industrial,  mechamical,   and  metallurgical.     The  program  was 

started  in  1936,- .

Lottich  said  the  cooperative  program  is  open  to  all  students 
whose  academic  fitness   and  professional  promise  indicate  that  they 
are  qualified  to  pursue  academic  and  industrial  work.

Both  extremes  of  the  food  problem~shortages  and  surpluses— 
probably  would  disappear  soon  if  the  world  made  better  use  of  high 
quality  protein  foods. 

The  opinion  was  expressed  by  Prof,  Milton  E,  Parker,  director 
of  the  food  engineering  department  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
Chicago,  in  an  article  in  the  April  lU  issue  of  The  Journal  of  Agricultural 
and  Food  Chemistry. 

"There  is  increasing  evidence  that  our  world  food  shortages  are, 
in  reality,  shortages  of  protein  with  the  proper  nutritional  qualities," 
Parker  pointed  out» 

He  also  said  that  although  much  progress  has  been  made  with 
carbohydrates,  fats,  oils,  vitamins,  and  minerals,  the  food  industry  has 
not  learned  how  to  refine,  recover,  process,  store,  and  distribute  food 
proteins"  without  serious  diminution  of  their  nutritional  qualities." 

The  high  quality  proteins  are  animal  produced,  such  as  fish, 
meats,  milk,  and  eggs,  while  vegetables  produce  relatively  poorer 
quality  food  protein,  he  explained. 

He  suggested  that  the  food  industry  improve  nutritional 

efficiency  by  the  proper  combination  of  food  proteins,  such  as  those  in 

cereal  and  milk,  and  by  promoting  more  even  distribution  of  high  quality 

proteins  among  daily  meals.

"When  nutritionally  efficient  food  production  is  encouraged  and 
implemented,  we  probably  will  find  that  many  of  our  present-day 
nutritional  shortages  will  disappear,"  Parker  said. 

He  also  said  that  farmers  have  not  solved  the  problon  of 
producing  foods  rich  in  protein  as  economically  as  they  have  the 
crops  basic  to  production  of  many  refined  foods, 

"The  time  is  rapidly  approaching  when  food  protein  will  prove 
the  controlling  economic  constituent  of  our  foods.     The  pressure  of 
population  alone  will  force  it,"  he  claimed. 

Because  protein  quality  and  quantity  is  so  important  to  health, 
it  also  should  be  made  an  important  criterion  in  influencing  supply 
and  demand,   he  said. 

About  5  per  cent  of  the  daily  food  bulk  should  be  in  proteins, 
according  to  Parker.     This,   he  said,   provides  an  interesting  contrast 
with  the  more  gla:norized  vitamins,  which  usually  are  needed  only  in 
fractional  quantities. 

Experts  in  the  food  field,    Parker  said,  must  establish  the 
chemical,   physical  and  commercial  values  of  food  proteins.      "The  dairy 
industry,    for  example,   is  already  wrestling  with  the  problem  of  tying 
its  products'   evaluations  to  seme  sort  of  protein  base." 

Parker  predicted  that   "when  protein  prices  are  quoted  on  our 
major  food  markets,  most  of  our  present  food  surplus  problems  will 
be  in  the  process  of  being  resolved,"

In  bestowing  the  Washington  award  on  Dr,  Gilbreth,  the  VJestern 
Society  of  Engineers  cited  her  for  "outstanding  contributions  to 
engineering  and  scientific  management  and  for  her  unselfish  devotion 
to  the  problems  of  the  handicappede" 

General  sessions  of  the  conference  will  be  held  in  the  auditorium 
of  the  Metallurgical  and  Chemical  Engineering  building,  10  W,  33rd  street, 
with  the  workshops  being  scheduled  for  nearby  classrooms. 

The  conference  is  being  held  in  cooperation  with  the  Chicago 
Association  of  Commerce  and  Industry  and  the  Chicago  chapters  of  the 
American  Society  of  Industrial  Engineers,  the  Industrial  Management 
Society,  and  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Management* 
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The  story  behind  a  new,  high  performance  machine  gun,  currently 
being  used  as  standard  aircraft  armament,  was  released  today  as  the  U.S. 
Ordnance  Corps  relaxed  security  restrictions. 

The  gun  is  an  automatic  revolver- type  20mm  gun  capable  of  "very 
high  rates  of  fire,"  according  to  engineers  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  who  helped  develop  the  weapons 

The  machine  gun,  recently  standardized  as  the  M39,  is  the  result 
of  more  than  seven  years  of  intensive  research  and  development,  administered 
by  the  Ordnance  Corps  with  funds  furnished  by  the  Air  Force  and  Navy, 

Earl  Ma  Wintermoyer,  supervisor  of  small  arms  research  at  the 
Foundation,  and  Eugene  S,  Wassel,  assistant  supervisor,  explained  that 
details  of  performance  are  still  classified  by  the  government  but  "this 
weapon  fires  at  rates  considerably  higher  than  conventional  weapons," 

Wintermoyer  said  that  the  gun  is  based  upon  the  German  prototype, 
MK213,  designed  and  built  by  Mauser-Werke  at  Oberndorf,  Germany. 

"An  early  model  of  the  German  gun  was  captured  near  the  end  of 
World  War  II,  after  it  had  been  badly  damaged  by  fire, "  Wintermoyer  said, 
"Because  of  the  pressure  of  the  war  the  Germans  never  developed  the  gun 
for  production,"

The  original  research  contract  to  develop  this  weapon  was  sponsored 
by  Army  Ordnance  and  awarded  to  Armour  Research  Foundation  in  the  spring 
of  19l|6.  The  early  work  consisted  of  the  study  and  analysis  of  the 
design  features  and  operating  principles  of  the  MK213.  These  principles 
involve  the  use  of  a  multi -chambered  drum  which  is  indexed  by  a  gas-operated 
slide  mechanism  to  bring  the  chambers  successively  into  alignment  with  the 
barrels 

"IJe  reconditioned  the  weapon  so  that  we  could  get  some  preliminary 
performance  data  in  firing  tests,"  Wintermoyer  continued,  "Then  we  reworked 
and  modified  the  weapon  for  more  extensive  firings" 

"These  studies  led  to  the  design  and  construction  of  early 
development  models  with  features  very  similar  to  those  of  the  present 
production  gun,"  Wintermoyer  pointed  out» 

Early  in  1950  the  Ordnance  Corps  gave  Armour  Research  Foundation 
a  new  contract  to  continue  the  development  of  the  original  German  idea* 
"By  this  time  we  felt  we  knew  something  about  revolver  guns  and  we 
proceeded  to  design  and  build  development  weapons,"  continued  Wintermoyer. 

"We  made  Models  A,  B,  C  and  D,  each  incorporating  inprovements  and 
refinements,  Springfield  Armory  made  many  of  the  major  components  for 
the  development  models.  In  March  1951  the  Ford  Motor  company  was  given 
a  contract  by  Ordnance  to  begin  production  development  on  our  Model  D 
design.  Rock  Island  Arsenal  also  produced  weapons  based  on  this  design*" 

"The  Ordnance  Corps  requested  ARF  to  work  with  Ford  in  a  consulting 
capacity, "  Wintermoyer  said,  "Foundation  engineers  met  with  Ford  personnel 
several  times  to  explain  design  details  and  weapon  functioning.  In  three 
months  Ford  built  the  first  of  its  production  weapons,"

The  final  Ford  production  gun  was  based  on  the  ARF  Model  E  gun, 
Winterraoyer  pointed  out.  The  Foundation  continued  with  its  development 
program,  resulting  in  improvements  in  design  which  were  adapted  to  mass

"Recently  the  Ordnance  Corps  has  brought  Pontiac  into  the  production 
picture,  and  now  they're  making  most  of  the  guns,"  added  Wintermoyert

Wintermoyer  said  "the  real  story  behind  this  weapon  is  teamwork* 
Springfield  Armory,  our  technical  supervisors,  gave  very  capable  guidance  to

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A  miniature  gage  which  will  enable  scientists  to  make  more  efficient 
studies  of  pressures  resulting  from  nuclear  explosions  has  been  developed 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago. 

The  pressure  gage,   probably  the  smallest  of  its  kind  ever  made,   can 
measure  pressures  as  low  as  those  from  a  breeze  to  those  that  would  demolish 
the   sturdiest  of  buildings. 

Its  chief  use  at  present  is  in  small  models  used  in  laboratory 
studies  of  atom  bomb  blasts,   said  Fred  Mintz,  supervisor  of  mechanics  in- 
strumentation and  vibration  at  the  Foundation, 

The  "business  end"  of  the  gage  measures  one-eighth  inch  in  diameter, 
Mintz  said.     Several  dozen  of   the  gages  can  be  mounted  in  the  models. 
Information  on  how  to  make  the  gages  is  shared  with  other  organizations 
throughout  the  country  studying  blast  effects, 

Abe  Siegelman,   who  was  project  engineer  on  the  gage  development, 
explained  its  background; 

"Several  of  the  Foundation's  projects  were  set  up  to  gather  infor- 
mation about  the  effects  of  atom-bomb  blasts  —  without  using  atom  bombs. 
Information  on  blast  effects  can  be  obtained  with  the  use  of  a  shock  tube," 

The  shock  tube  is   simply  an  l8-foot  long  tube  with  an  8-inch  square 
cross  section,  he  explained.     Tubes  of  other  dimensions  also  are  in  use, 

-more-* 
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Air  pressure  is  built  up  in  a  chamber  at  one  end  of  the  tube,  then 
released  suddenly  when  a  plastic  partition  is  pierced.     This  produces  a 
pressure  wave,   or  shock  wave,  which  travels  down  the  tube. 

The  shock  wave,   traveling  the  length  of  the  tube,   simulates  an 
atom  blast.     At  the  far  end  of  the  tube,   a  model  is  mounted.     The  model  is 
a  small  metal  block, but  the  blast  pressure  measurements  on  it  can  be  used 
to  predict  effects  on  most  types  of  structures. 

The  tiny  pressure  gages  are  installed  at     a  number  of  points  on  the 
surface  of  the  model  to  measure  the  blast  effects. 

"The  gage's  chief  use  is  in  measuring  the  rapidly-changing 
pressures  resulting  from  explosions,"  Siegelman  explained.    "It  can  be 
used  almost  anjrwhere  to  measure  blast  pressure  on  small  areas. 

"One  of  the  gage's  most  important  characteristics  is  its  rapid 
response  to  changing  pressures.     With  most  other  types  of  pressure  gages, 
there  is  a  lag  between  the   time  the  gage  senses  the  pressure  and  the  time 
it  records  it. 

"With  our  gage,   the  lapse  is  measured  in  millionths  of  a  second  -- 
almost  instantaneous." 

The  idea  behind  the  operation  of  the  pressure  gage  is  comparatively 
simple,   Siegelman  asserted.     The  gage  converts  the  blast  pressures  into 
electrical  voltages.     The  electrical  output  varies  with  the  amount  of 
pressure  the  gage  senses. 

The  voltage,   in  turn,  actuates  a  recording  device  which  gives  a 
permanent  record  on  film  of  the  pressure  change. 

The  sensing  part  of  the  gage  consists  mainly  of  a  tiny  tube  of  csrainic 

material  called  barium  titanate.  The  blast  puts  a  pressure  on  the  surface 

of  the  gage,   and  the  surface  relays  this  pressure  to  the  barium  titanate 

tube,   Siegelman  said*

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The  pressure  actually  squeezes  the  tube  a  few  millionths  of  an  inch 
out  of  shape*     It  is  this   squeezing  action  that  generates  the  voltage. 
This  is  referred  to  as  the  piezo-electric  effect  and  is  similar  in  operation 
to  the  new- type  ceramic  phonograph  pickup  used  on  record  players.

Misunderstanding  of  technology's  role  in  modern  life  is  behind 
today's  paradox  of  continued  uneasiness   and  uncertainty  despite  increases 
in  leisure  time  and  material  comforts,   President  John  T,  Rettaliata  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  said  today, 

"Because  of  this  misunderstanding  we  are  surrounded  by  doubt 
and  fear—fear  of  the  machine,   fear  of  change,   fear  of  technological 
unemployment,   fear  of  domination  by  large  corporations,"  Dr.  Rettaliata 
told  the  Electrochemical  society  at  its  spring  meeting  in  the  LaSalle 
hotel,  Chicago. 

"These  fears  arise  because  technology  is  not  well  enough 
understood  by  the  man  and  woman  in  the  street, "  he  said.      "Particularly 
mysterious  to  them  are  the  ways  in  which  modern  technical  processes  are 
brought  into  being  and  their  products  made  available  to  the  public." 

The  Illinois  Tech  president  said  the  fear  of  technology  must 
be  overcome  and  that  one  effective  way  of  doing  it  is  by  making  science 
and  technology  integral  parts  of  education  from  grammar  school  through 
college, 
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Technology's  function  in  society  should  be  included  in  the 
school  curriculum  "even  as  we  teach  history,  philosophy,  and  IJie  other 
cultural  heritages  that  make  our  society  what  it  is,"  Dr,  Rettaliata  said. 

"In  this  technological  age,  of  which  every  one  of  us  is  a  part, 
it  does  not  seem  to  me  unreasonable  to  require  each  of  our  students  in 
the  arts  and  social  sciences  to  have  some  background  of  technological 
study, "  he  said,  "at  least  enough  so  he  can  understand  our  dependence 
on  technological  advances."

at 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 

Names  like  dime thlyhydroxyl amine,  isophthalaldehyde,  and 
trinaphthylm ethane  are  just  workaday    words  to  one  group  of  scientists 
at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  in 
Chicago. 

These  tongue-twisters  and  thousands  more  are  rare  chemical 
compounds  which  someone  somewhere  is  seeking,  and  that's  where  the 
National  Registry  of  Rare  Chemicals  comes  in»     The  registry's  job 
is  to  track  down  these  hard-to-find  substances, 

A  sort  of  "bureau  of  missing  chemicals,"  the  registry  is  a  free 
public  service  conducted  by  Armour  Research  Foundation*     In  a  tiny  file- 
filled  office,  Dr.  Gilbert  Gavlin,  registry  director,  and  Mrs.  Rosaleen 
Burke,  registry  secretary,  carry  on  their  unique  jobs. 

And  the  business  is  brisk.     Each  year  the  registry  receives 
8,500  letters  seeking  information  about  a  multitude  of  long-sounding 
chemical  names.     In  addition,  it  handles  10  or  IS  telephone  inquiries 
every  day,  not  to  mention  numerous  telegrams  and  cablegramso 
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The  requests  pour  in  from  all  over   tiie  world.     They  come  from 
research  laboratories,  colleges  and  universities,   chemical  supply  houses, 
industrial  firms,  and  even  drug  stores. 

Some  of  the  requests  come  frcan  unusual  quarters.     Recently  an 
automobile  dealer  called  Mrs,  Burke  and  wanted  to  know  a  chemical  that 
would  take  decals  off  of  car  windshields.     That  was  easy.     It's  trisodium 
phosphate.     The  dealer  was  happy;  he  promised  Mrs,  Burke  a  good  deal  on 
a  new  car. 

The  registry  is  not  a  storehouse  of  chemicals,  Dr,  Gavlin  explains. 
It  is  a  large  card  file  of  the  sources  of  rare  chemicals.     About  25,000 
rare  compounds  are  now  catalogued,  and  the  file  is  continually  being  expandedo 

From  this  file  the  registry  staff  can  answer  directly  about  75  per 
cent  of  all  requests  received*     Other  queries  are  filled  from  leads  supplied 
by  other  Foundation  scientists.     Information  about  particular ly-hard-to-find 
chemicals  is  obtained  through  notices  published  in  scientific  journals. 

In  any  event,   the    registry,  like  a  detective  bureau,  does  not 
consider  an  inquiry  closed  until  it  locates  the  "missing"  chemical. 

Although  the  registry  has  been  in  operation  since  I9I42,   some 
scientists  still  have  a  hard  time  believing  the  service  is  free,     "Sometimes 
it  takes  two  letters  to  persuade  them  that  they  don't  owe  us  a  penny," 
Mrs.  Burke  explained. 

The  registry  is  located  in  the  Chemistry  Research  building, 
3319  S,  Dearborn  street,

A  graduate  course  in  the  application  of  nuclear  energy  to 
industrial  uses  will  be  offered  this  fall  in  the  evening  division  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago, 

The  course,  called  Nuclear  Engineering,  is  being  offered  because 
of  the  increasing  interest  and  possibilities  in  power  from  atomic  energy, 
according  to  Dr«  Ralph  Ee  Peck,  director  of  the  chemical  engineering 
department. 

It  is  designed  for  students  who  hold  B.  A.  degrees  in  engineering 
and  have  completed  differential  equations. 

The  course  will  be  taught  by  Dr,  Walter  Fag an,  who  helped  develop 
the  atomic -powered  submarine  Nautilus.  Dr,  Fagan  was  educated  at  Illinois 
Tech,  where  he  received  his  doctorate  in  chemical  engineering  in  19U9a 
He  also  studied  at  the  University  of  Illinois, 

Dr,  Fagan  is  now  engaged  in  research  at  the  American  Machine  and 
Foundry  company,  Chicago,  and  formerly  worked  as  a  chemical  engineer  for 
Argonne  National  laboratory.

W,  Willard  Wirtz,  professor  of  law  at  Northwestern  university,  will 
be  chairman  for  the  session,  starting  at  2:30  p»m»  in  the  auditorium  of  the 
Chemistry  building,  3255  S.  Dearborn  street. 

Chairmen  for  the  morning  workshops  will  be  Alex  ELson  and  Harry

All  three  are  members  of  the  National  Academy  of  Arbitrators, 
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Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  19  Midwest  liberal  arts 
colleges  were  praised  today  for  their  joint  promotion  of  an  arrangement 
whereby  students  may  obtain  a  liberal  and  an  engineering  education  in 
five  years* 

Under  the  program,  students  complete  three  years  of  liberal  studies 
at  any  of  the  colleges,  transfer  to  Illinois  Tech  for  two  years  of 
concentrated  engineering  education,  and  at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year  be 
awarded  two  bachelor  degrees,  one  in  arts  and  the  other  in  engineeringt 

The  plan  was  extolled  by  A.  V,  Wilker  of  New  York  City,  vice 
president  of  Union  Carbide  and  Carbon  corporation,  who  cited  its  advantages 
to  students  and  to  industryo 

As  trustee  of  the  Union  Carbide  Educational  fund,  Wilker  spoke 
before  administrators  of  the  participating  colleges  who  are  meeting  on  the 
Illinois  Tech  campus  to  perfect  operational  details  of  the  program. 

He  said  the  program  provides  "the  best  education  presently  available 
to  a  prospective  engineer  and  especially  for  the  engineering  student  who 
intends  to  use  his  specialized  training  for  background  value  only," 
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He  pointed  out  that  the  plan  not  only  provides  engineers  with  a 
broader  educational  background,  but  that  is  also  permits  students  who 
prefer  a  technological  career  to  experience  some  of  the  benefits  of  a 
small  liberal  arts  college  without  spending  eight  years  at  two  different 
types  of  institutions, 

Wilker  emphasized  that  small  colleges  should  depart  from  their 
traditional  limitation  of  preparing  graduates  only  for  four  professions: 
the  ministry,    education,   law  and  medicinet. 

"I  hold  that  the  liberal  arts  colleges  should  accept  the  attitude  that 
within  their  resources  lies  an  exceptional  opportunity  to  be  of  service... not 
only  to  their  students,  but  to  the  country  at  large,  by  directing  their 
scholars  into  the  vocations   to  which  they  are  best  fitted," 

"The  need  for  well-educated  engineers  today  is   just  as  important 
and  perhaps  more  meaningful  to   our  present  economy  as  tke  need  for  the 
so-called  honorable  professions  in  the  days   of  our  forefathers,"  he  said. 

"It  is  necessary  to  maintain  the  advances  in  our  civilization  made 
possible  by  the  greatest  development  of  the  products  of  research  by  which 
the  world  has   pro2;ressed. 

More  than  1;0  students,   now  enrolled  in  the  "3~2"  program  of  the 
participating  liberal  arts  schools  and  scheduled  to  transfer  to  Illinois 
Tech  within  the  next  two  years,  visited  the  IIT  campus  vdth  administrators 
of  their  colleges.

Future  wars  fou^t  with  the  latest  weapons  will  require  more—not 
fewer— ground  forces,  a  high  Army  official  said  in  Chicago  tonight. 

Because  of  the  need  for  wider  dispersion  of  smaller  fighting 
units  over  vast  battlefields,   "there  is  nothing  to  indicate  that  the 
demands  upon  Array  manpower  will  be  lessened,"  Gen*  Charles  L*  Bolte, 
Army  vice  chief  of  staff,   told  fellow  alumni  at  a  reunion  dinner  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 

During  the  dinner,  two  alumni  received  distinguished  service 
awards  from  the  Illinois  Tech  Alumni  association. 

They  are  A.J.R,  Curtis,  River  Forest,  111.,   former  safety 
director  of  the  Portland  Cement  association,  Chicago,  and  Dr,  Cesare 
Barbieri,   Tuxedo,   Park,   N«Y,,  retired  research  engineer. 

Gen,  Bolte  said  a  large-scale  war  would  require  greater  re** 
liance  upon  younger  officers  in  small  fighting  units, 

"Small  unit  actions, "  he  said, "  will  become  more  typical  and 
decentralization  of  control  more  pronounced.     The  small  unit  leaders— 
the  younger  officers  and  noncommissioned  officers — ^will  be  called  upon 
to  a  greater  degree  than  ever  before  to  make  tactical  decisions  upon 
the  battlefield,"

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Gen.  Bolte  also  anphasized  the  importance  of  integrated  operations 
between  land,  sea,  and  air  forces, 

"As  warfare  becomes  more  violent  in  destructiveness,  and  space  and 
time  are  telescoped,  the  degree  of  interservice  cooperation  correspondingly 
increases,"  he  said. 

"I  welcome  it  and  feel  that  anything  which  advances  and  promotes  the 
closest  harmony  between  the  services  increases  our  nation *^s  military 
strength,  and  thus  gives  surer  promise  of  achieving  our  objectives  of 
national  security  and  world  peace." 

He  said  that  air-ground  coordination  would  be  more  important  than 
ever  before.   "The  so-called  "front  "  may  become  indiscernable  on  the  map 
and  on  the  ground,  with  opposing  forces  intermixed  in  a  swirl  of  indivi- 
dual battles,"  Gen©  Bolte  stated. 

"In  such  a  situation,  identification  of  friendly  grounds  units 
from  the  air  will  be  correspondingly  more  difficult  although  at  the  same 
time  the  need  for  swift  and  accurate  air  strikes  will  be  more  pressing,"

The  Institute  will  create  within  its  administrative  organization 
a  new  academic  unit,   a  Division  of  Design,    to  advance  continuous  steps 
for     enhanceitient  of  the  faculty,  facilities,  curriculum  and  services  of 
its  department  of  architecture  and  its  Institute  of  Design,  Dr.   Rettaliata 
announced. 

It  also  will  establish  a  new  "department  of  city  and  regional 
planning"  which  will  be  developed,  with  the  two  other  departments,    as  a 
part  of  the  new  academic  division* 

To  expedite  this  program,   a  new  building  is  to  be  constructed  on 
Illinois  Tech's  near  south  side  campus  which  will  house  the   three  depart- 
ments under  one  roof.     Also,  Dr.  Rettaliata  said,   a  well  known  authority 
in  the  field  will  be  engaged  to  head  the  new  division. 

One  of  the  departments,   the  Institute  of  Design,   headquartered  for 
15  years  at  632  N,  Dearborn  street  in  Chicago,   is  slated  to  move  to  IIT's 
Technology  Center  as  soon  as  the  new  building  is  completed,   predicted  next 
yeara     The  architecture  department  is  already  located  at  Technology  Center, 
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The  new  building  will  be  the  19th  erected  in  the  past  10  years  at 
the  fast-growing,  110-acre  Technology  Center,  located  west  of  Michigan 
avenue  between  30th  and  35th  streets. 

President  Rettaliata  predicted  that  the  proposed  city  and  regional 
planning  department  will  be  of  wide  national  service  because  of  the  increas- 
ing national  demand  for  persons  with  special  planning  educations, 

Illinois  Tech  is  one  of  l6  educational  institutions  throughout 
the  nation  offering    degrees  in  city  planning  at  the  present  time  and  is 
one  of  only  seven  that  provide  a  course  of  study  for  undergraduates. 

The  present  curriculum  is  a  fifth  year  option  course  for  architec- 
tural students. 

The  contemplated  planning  department  will  enroll  its  own  students, 
present  a  broadened  curriculum,   and  award  bachelor  of  science  degrees  to 
students  who  complete  the  fourth  year  of  studyo     It  will  also  award  master 
and  doctor  of  philosophy  degrees  to  graduate  students. 

"\iJe  are  taking  this  step  because  of  the  lack  of  city  planners,  be- 
cause Chicago  is  a  logical  mid-America  urban  site  for  such  a  school,  and 
perhaps  because  our  own  rehabilitation  experience  in  development  of  our 
campus  gives  us  a   "feel  of  competence  in  this  field,"  President  Rettaliata 
explain edo 

Illinois  Tech's  architecture  department  was  originated  before  1900 
by  Armour  Institute  of  Technology,   one  of  IIT's  predecessors.     The  Institute  Oj 
established  in  1936  as  the  American  descendent  of  Germany's  famed  Bauhaus, 
was  affiliated  with  IIT  four  years  ago.     The  latter  provides  college-level 
instruction  in  product  design,  visual  design  and  photography.

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A  |>5,000  annual  fund  has  been  established  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  by  a  Chicago  industrial  finn  primarily  to  assist  liberal 
arts  students  in  acquiring  an  engineering  education. 

The  grant,  initiated  by  the  Industrial  Filter  and  Pump  Manu- 
facturing company,  5500  Ogden  avenue,  is  one  of  the  first  created  in 
the  nation  to  emphasize  the  value  of  a  combined  liberal  arts  and  engi- 
neering education. 

In  establishing  the  fund,  named  in  honor  of  Tom  Lundberg,  of 
Coloma,  Wis*,  founder  and  president  of  the  company,  the  need  for  engineers 
with  well-rounded  educational  backgrounds  was  stressed*. 

"We  are  encouraging  liberal  arts  students  to  secure  a  technological 
education  because  industry  today  is  demanding  more  of  the  engineer  than  a 
specialized  education  alone  can  provide,"  it  was  explained  by  Ralph  E« 
Liedberg,  executive  vice  president  of  the  company, 

"It  is  becoming  more  and  more  evident, "  he  commented,  "that 
industry  needs  men  with  engineering  training  who  also  have  the  liberal 
arta  background  that  will  help  them  see  engineering  as  a  means  to  an  end, 
not  an  end  in  itself o" 

The  company  builds  industrial  equipment  for  the  metal  finishing 
fields,  oil  refineries,  and  chemical  and  food  processing  plants  throughout 
the  world.

The  scholarships  will  go  to  students  who  transfer  to  Illinois  Tech 
for  two  years  of  engineering  education  after  completing  three  years  of 
liberal  arts  studies  at  one  of  the  Midwest  colleges  participating  with  IIT 
in  providing  a  liberal  arts-engineering  curriculum  for  students  seeking  a 
combined  education  in  the   two  fields.     Students  who  complete  the  curriculum 
are  awarded  two  degrees,   a  bachelor  of  arts  degree  from  liieir  original  col- 
lege and  a  bachelor  of  science  degree  from  IITo 

The  scholarshios  will  be  newly  granted  each  year  to  two  incoming 
students  who  transfer  to  Illinois  Tech.     They  will  be  eligible  to  receive 
the  two  other  scholarships  during  their  second  and  final  year  of  engineer- 
ing education,  providing  their  scholastic  record  has  been  satisfactory.

The  nation's  largest — and  quietest — jet  engine  test  cells  have 
been  designed  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  to  test  the  Pratt  and  VJhitney  J-57,   the  most  powerful  jet 
engine  in  the  free  world. 

The  test  cells  are  located  at  the  Ford  Mator  company's  aircraft 
engine  plant  at  7U01  S»  Cicero  avenue,   Chicago,  where  the  J-57,  which 
powers  the  supersonic  F-lOO  Super  Sabre  fighter,  went  intic)  mass  production 
in  April. 

Equipped  with  an  afterburner,   a  stove  pipe-like  device  at  the 
tail  of  the  jet,   the  engine  enabled  a  Super  Sabre  to  set  a  world's  record 
of  just  under  755  miles  an  hour  last  fall. 

The  test  cells— six  of  them  covering  a  total  of  100,000  square 
feet— reach  78  feet  into  the  air,  or  about  as  high  as  a  seven-story  building. 

The  tremendous  roar  produced  by  jet  engines  is  reduced  to  a  murmur 
by  the  test  cells,  according  to  Dr.  Howard  C.  Hardy,  assistant  manager  of 
the  physics  research  department  at  Armour  Research  Foundation,  who  headed 
the  desigping  project.

"You  could  hold  a  conversation  at  the  top  of  the  exhaust  stack," 
he  explained,     "And  a  hundred  feet  from  the  testing  area  there  is  no  sound 
above  background  noise*" 

Two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  structures  went  into  acoustical 
materials.  Dr.  Hardy  said. 

In  addition  to  the  six  cells,  there  are  three  control  rooms,  offices, 
laboratories,   and  storage  sections.     Each  control  room  is  equipped  to  handle 
two  engine-testing  operations  simultaneously. 

The  test  cells  were  designed  for  the  future  when  even  the  impres- 
sive J-57  may  become  obsolete.     They  are  large  enough  to  house  engines 
twice  the  size  of  the  J-$7,  Dr,  Hardy  said. 

One  of  several  designed  by  ARF,   the  cells  are  considered  the  least 
expensive  and  most  efficient  types  of  construction  for  controlling  jet 
noises,  Dr,  Hardy  added.     They  were  rated  by  the  Air  Force  as  the  most 
effective  in  the  world. 

Test  cells  consist  of; 

1,  An  intake  section,  including  test  stand  and  air  vents,  housed 
in  a  concrete  room  covered  with  acoustical  liningj 

(The  ducts,  measuring  20  by  20  feet — bigger  than  a  subway  tunnel — 
feed  each  cell's  3^0,000  cubic  feet  of  air  every  minute  at  15  miles  an  hour,) 

2,  An  air  tube  or  pipe  imbedded  in  earth  for  mixing  and  cooling 
exhaust  gasesj 

3,  An  exhaust  section  made  up  of  a  series  of  partitions  of  foot- 
thick  concrete  lined  with  3  inches  of  sound-absorbing  mineral  wool, 
specially  designed  for  high  temperatures  and  high  velocity,

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Dr.  Hardy  explained  that  sound  waves  eminating  frbm  the  jet  engines 
are  channeled  through  a  series  of  l80-degree  turns  lined  with  sound  absorbing 
material  that  kills    about  15  decibels  of  noise  at  each  turn, 

"By  the  time  the  exhaust  escapes  to  open  air  from  the  top  of  the 
stacks,   sound  is  reduced  from  160  to  about  100  decibels—or  about  the  same 
amount  of  noise  encountered  while  flying  in  a  small  plane, "  he  said. 

To  prevent  the  acoustical  material  from  being  destroyed,  exhaust 
gases  are  cooled  from  3,000  to  about  UOO  degrees   (F. )  by  mixing  with  water 
and  air, 

Dr,  Hardy  was  aided  in  the  designing  project  by  assistant  physicist, 
Britt  J,  Schweitzer.     John  H,  Bonin,  a  supervisor  in  the  heat-power  research 
department,  and  Dr,  George  Fejer,   a  research  engineer  in  that  section,  helped 
design  the  gas-mixing  tube,  an  integral  part  of  the  test  cells.

A   .I2U5OOO  research  grant  has  been  awarded  to  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology,  Chicago,  for  a  three-year  study  which  could  lead  to  new 
concepts  of  liquids  and  solutions. 

The  grant,  awarded  by  the  National  Science  foundation,  Washing- 
ton, DoC,,  provides  for  continued  research  in  the  properties  of  non- 
electrolytic  solutions  by  the  chemistry  department  at  Illinois  Tech« 

Illinois  Tech  is  one  of  1$?   recipients  sharing  in  grants 
totaling  $1,359,000  made  to  scientists  and  institutions  in  30  states, 
the  District  of  Columbia,  Hawaii,  and  Bermuda* 

Director  of  the  IIT  study  is  Dr«  Scott  E»  Wood,  associate 
professor  of  chsnistry.  The  project  is  a  continuation  of  work  he 
started  three  years  ago  under  a  grant  from  the  Atomic  Energy  commi- 
ssion. He  originally  began  his  research  in  this  field  more  than 
20  years  ago. 

"The  properties  of  all  substance,  whether  gasses,  liquids  or 
solids,  depend  upon  forces  operating  between  molecules,"  Dr.  Wood 
explained*

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"This  project  is  basically  a  study  of  the  effect  of  these  inter- 
molecular  forces  on  the  properties  of  non-electrolytic  solutions  such  as 
alcohols,  benzene,  and  carbon  tetrachloride.     It  is  not  as  simple  as 
in  gasses  where  the  molecules  are  few  and  far  between,"  he  added. 

There  is  at  present  no  satisfactory  theory  of  liquids,   according 
to  Dr*  Wood J     The  research  he  is  conducting  could  lead  to  new  theories 
of  li quids o 

Practical  applications  of  knowledge  gained  in  the  study  also 
could  result  in  improved  methods  in  the  extraction  and  purification 
of  materials  in  solution,  he  pointed  out. 

Dro  Vjood's  present  research  covers   four  areas:  measuring  vapor 
pressures  of  liquid  mixtures;   index  of  refraction;  volume  of  mixing,   and 
measuring  the  solubility  of  iodine  in  mixed  solvents.

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The  prosperity  of  the  nation's  larger  industries  is  due  largely 
to  the  influence  of  the  engineer,  Dro    John  T,  Rettaliata,   president  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,   told  a  management  group  tonight. 

Although  engineering  colleges  constitute  only  a  tenth  of  all 
higher  educational  institutions  in  the  country,  nearly  half  of  the 
major  corporations  are  headed  by  executives  with  engineering  or  scienti- 
fic backgrounds.  Dr.   Rettaliata  said* 

Referring  to  a  recent  survey  of  the  executive  ranks  of  the  300 
largest  corporations,   the  Illinois  Tech  oresident  said  30.8  per  cent 
had  backgrounds  in  business  economics,  while  U5»5  per  cent  were  educated 
as  engineers  or  scientists.     The  remaining  23.7  per  cent  were  educated 
in  law  or  the  arts. 

"Considering  the  excellent  state  of  corporate  health,   it  must 
be  concluded  the  engineer  has  done  a  good  job,"  he  said. 

Dr.  Rettaliata  spoke  on  "Technology's  Role  in  Management"  at 
a  dinner  meeting  of  the  Clearing  chapter  of  the  Society  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Management  at  the  Clearing  Industrial  club,     6k$S  S,  Central  avenue. 

Speaking  of  the  changes  technology  has  forced  upon  industry  and 
©specially  management,  Dr»  Rettaliata  traced  the  history  of  the  foreman.

"Perhaps  no  job  in  industry  has  changed  during  the  past  few  de- 
cades as  much  as  the  foreman's,"  he  said» 

Years  ago,  when  a  vacancy  appeared,    the  best  producer  was   given 
the  job  without  regard  to  his  knowledge  of  industrial  relations,  he  con- 
tinued* 

"But  with  the  increasing  technology,   and  its  emphasis  on  more 
production  in  less  time,   came  scientific  management  which  rendered  this 
old  kind  of  foreman  obsolete. 

"Such  duties  formerly  performed  by  the  foreman — such  as  hiring, 
layoff,   establishment  of  wages,  and  maintenance — were  studied  scientifi- 
cally and  departmentalized  in  industry,"  he  said. 

Pointing  to  the  projected  increase  in  population  and  its  result- 
ing expansion  in  industry.  Dr.  Rettaliata  warned  that  the  complexities  of 
management  will  hit  industry  even  harder  in  the  future. 

He  foresaw  a  reduction  in  the  length  of  the  work  week.  "A  work 
week  of  30  hours  or  less  probably  will  be  common  well  before  the  end  of 
the  century,"  he  predicted. 

"This  means  we  are  faced  with  the  problem  of  satisfying  demands 
of  an  expanding  economy  for  a  greater  flow  of  goods  at  the  same  time  that 
the  producers  of  the  goods  are  working  fewer  hours, "  he  explained. 

"The  only  solution  I  see  is   to  improve  productivity,   to  increase 
output  per  man  houTol' 

Dr.  Rettaliata  said  the  automatic  factory  is  being  approached, 
and  it  is  management's  responsibility  to  work  out  the  vast  number  of 
changes  indicated. 
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Seventeen  Belgian  educational  and  industrial  leaders  will  visit 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  on  Friday,   May  21,    to  obtain  ideas  that 
could  be  adopted  in  their  country. 

The  foreign  team's  visit  to  Illinois  Tech  is  part  of  a  $-week 
nationwide  tour  to  formulate  recommendations  for   the  modernization  and 
reform  of  Belgian  schools. 

The  principal  objective  of  the  visit  is   to  study  the  relation- 
ship between  American  industry  and  the  technical  and  technological 
schools.     The  team  consists  of  directors  and  department  heads  in  edu- 
cation and  industry  and  officials  in  the  Belgian  ministry  of  education. 

Most  of  the  schools  visited  in  the  United  States  during  the  tour 
will  be  of  the  high  school  vocational  type  because  that  is  where  the 
greatest  need  for  raoderniation  exists  in  Belgium. 

The  team  is   especially  interested  in  Illinois  Tech's  metallur- 
gical engineering  program  since  Belgium's  largest  industry  is  metal  fa- 
brications,  according  to  Dr.  Frank  D,  Garvin,  director  of  the  IIT  mecha- 
nical engineering  department. 

The  group  will  hear  an  address  on  the  organization  and  program  of 

Illinois  Tech  in  the  Commons  building,   32nd  street  and  Wabash  avenue,   by 

Dr.  Ralph  G,  Owens,  dean  of  engineering.     Later  in  the  day.   Dr.  Carvin  will 

lead  a  discussion  on  the  "Mechanical  Engineering  Program." 
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The  industrial  ou't^ut  of  Pakistan  could  be  more  than  doubled 
through  more  thorough  training  in  efficient  production  techniques. 

The  statement  cones  from  George  D,  Thomas,  machine  tool  tech- 
nologist with  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  Chicago,  who  just  returned  from  a  lOntnonth  stay  in  Pakistan 
as  advisor  to  small  industries* 

Thomas  cited  the  case  of  one  Pakistani  industry  that  boosted  its 
output  nearly  800  per  cent  by  making  some  simple  chsingesj 

"The  shop  turned  out  three  ceiling  fans  in  an  eight-hour  day," 
he  said.     "About  80  per  cent  of  the  work  was  done  by  hand* 

"It  was  recommended  that  some  simple  dies  be  made,  so  that  some 
of  the  operations  performed  by  hand  could  be  done  on  machines  that  were 
already  available* 

"The  recommendations  were  followed*    When  I  left,   the  shop  was 
turning  out  23  fans  during  its  eight-hour  day*" 

Thomas  was  working  with  the  Foreign  Operations  administration  in 
Pakistan  under  the  Point  IV  program  administered  by  the  Department  of 
Commerce*     He  was  there  as  a  staff  member  of  Airoour  Research  Foundation* 

His  base  was  in  Karachi,   in  West  Pakistan,  but  during  his  stay 

he  traveled  throughout  the  entire  country*

How  do  you  go  about  advising  an  industrialist  on  how  to  improve 
production  and  quality? 

"The  Pakistan  Department  of  Supply  and  Development  would  simply 
arrange  to  have  the  industrialist  introduced  to  me.     I'd  go  to  his  shop, 
spend  anywhere  from  a  week  to  10  days  there,  and  come  up  with  whatever 
suggestion  I  could  toward  improving  the  work  quality  and  product  through 
utilizing  present  equipment  more  efficiently, 

"The  suggestions  often  were  to  have  new  dies,   jigs,  or  fixtures 
made.     Occasionally,   they  involved  changing  a  floor  plan, 

"The  results  were  gratifying.     Some  industries  doubled  and  trebled 
their  output.     In  one  instance,   the  output  went  from  five  pieces  per  hour 
to  300  pieces  an  hour," 

Thomas  told  of  one  company  that  produced  belt  pulleys.     By  only 
redesigning  the  pulley— which    was    old-fashioned  and  inefficient— about 
50  per  cent  of  the  material  was  saved  and  many  of  the  unnecessary  hand 
operations  were  eliminated. 

The  shop  now  produces  two-and-a-half  times  as  many  belt  pulleys 
as  previously,  Thcsnas  said. 

The  ordinary  Pakistani  shop  worker  is  highly  skilled,  but  seldom 
has  any  technical  background,  he  pointed  out, 

"If  it  were  possible  to  train  aiough  of  these  workers  in  the 
proper  use  of  tools,  in  good  production  procedures, in  using  their  ima- 
ginations to  improvise  for  problans  they  hadn't  encountered  before,   I'm 
confident  the  increase  In  Izidustrial  output  would  be  astounding,"  he 
commented^

At  present,  Pakistani  and  American  government  authorities  are 
studying  the  feasibility  of  opening  an  institute  which  would  provide 
better  technical  training  for  Pakistani  workers,  Thomas  said. 

Sweden,  England,  Australia,  Canada,  and  several 
European  countries,  in  addition  to  the  United  States,  have  been  giving 
Pakistan  technical  assistanceg 

Thomas  expects  to  return  to  Pakistan  by  the  beginning  of  dune. 
The  Pakistani  government  has  requested  that  the  Foreign  Operations  ad- 
ministration retain  Armour  Research  Foundation  and  Thomas  for  another 
two  years. 

A  native  Chicagoan,  Thomas  is  a  1933  graduate  of  Illinois  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  He  had  19  years  of  production  experience  before 
.joining  the  Foundation  staff  in  1953*  Chicago  address  for  Thomas  and 
his  wife  is  5888  Forest  Glen  avenue.

The  month's  dustfall,   taken  at  2k  stations  throughout  the  city, 
was  13   tons  more   than  a  year  ago  and  7  tons  more  than  the  previous 
April  high  set  in  19^7,   according  to  William  Ao  Lupraw,  research 
analytical  chemist  at  the  Foundationa 

He  blamed  the  increase  in  dust  on  the  Uoi^S  inches  of  rain 
that  fell  during  I8  days  in  April,  a  boost  of  l«6l  inches  over  the 
normal  April  downpour. 

The  dustfall  figures,  down  about  23  tons  from  March,   show  a 
leveling  off  from  the  unusually  large  amounts  of  dust  resulting  from 
Pacific  H-bomb  explosions  and  western  plains  states   dust  stormso

Drc  Hruby,  director  of  radio  and  television  at  Loyola,  spoke  on 
"Educational  Television  Is  Everybody's  Baby"  at  the  opening  session  of 
the  two-day  conference  sponsored  by  Illinois  Tech  in  its  new  Commons 
building,  32nd  street  and  Wabash  avenue,  Chicagoo 

Representatives  from  27  educational  and  cultural  institutions 
comprising  the  voting  membership  on  the  advisory  board  of  the  Chicago 
Educational  Television  association  are  participating  in  the  conference 
on  "The  Role  of  the  Professional  Educator  in  Educational  Television."

Approximately  250  freshmen  and  sophomores  competed  in  the  contest 
which  was  open  only  to  IIT  students  studying  second  semester  techni- 
cal drawing.

The  judging  committee,  composed  of  industrial  and  educational 
representatives,  based  its  decisions  on  correctness,  selection,  and 
arrangement  of  views  as  well  as  quality  of  lettering. 

Another  technical  drawing  contest— the  fifth  annual  drafting 
competition  for  public  high  school  students  in  the  Chicago  area—will 
be  held  in  the  fall  at  Illinois  Tech.  More  than  100  prizes  will  be 
awarded  to  the  winners, 
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The  Ingersoll  Milling  Machine  company  of  Rockford,   111.,  one  of 
the  nation's  leading  machine  tool  manufacturers,  has  established  a  scholar- 
ship program  through  the  Ingersoll  foundation  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,   Chicago,   for  the  benefit  of  young  men  in  the  Rockford  area 
who  are  eager  and  able  to  prepare  themselves  for  careers  of  responsibility 
in  industry. 

The  scholarships  will  finance  all  tuition  charges  at  Illinois  Tech 
for  four  years   and    provide  $300  extra  per  year  toward  living  costs  for 
two  qualified  applicants  who  are  ready  to  enter  college  in  September. 

The  young  men  selected  for  the  scholarships  may  enroll  in  a  field 
of  engineering  of  their  own  choice.     They  will  be  required  to  maintain 
satisfactory  scholastic  records  for  automatic  annual  renewal  of  the  awards 
until  the  four-year  period  is  concluded. 

Scholarship  recipients  will  be  given  special  consideration  for 
summer  employment  at  the  Ingersoll  Milling  Machine  company  while  students, 
and  for  full-time  employment  thereafter.     However,   they  will  be  under  no 
obligation  to  accept  such  possible  offers. 

It  is  the  foundation's  hope  to  award  similar,  additional  scholar- 
ships to  students  ready  to  enter  college  each  year  hereafter,  thus  aiding 
and  encouraging  more  young  men  to  secure  good  engineering  educations. 
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The  scholarships  will  be  awarded  to  candidates,  fulfilling 
Illinois  Tech's  entrance  requirements,  who  also  qualify  according  to 
the  following  conditions; 

1,  First  preference  will  be  given  to  enployees,  or  to  children 
of  employees. of  the  Ingersoll  Milling  Machine  company, 

2.  Second  preference  will  be  given  to  candidates  who  reside 
in  Rockford  or  within  commuting  distance  thereof »

Chicago's  proposed  educational  television  station,  WTW,  will 
not  begin  operation  until  late  1955  because  of  insufficient  financial 
support,  Edward  L»  Ryerson,  president  of  the  Chicago  Educational  Tele- 
vision, association,  said  today, 

"Although  Chicago  has  contributed  |i88U,000  to  date,  an  additional 
$300,000  is  needed  to  establish  the  station  and  carry  it  through  the 
first  two  years  of  experimental  telecasting,"  he  declared, 

Ryerson  spoke  before  nearly  200  representatives  of  27  Chicago 
area  cultural  and  educational  institutions  at  the  opening  session  of 
a  two-day  conference  on  "The  Role  of  the  Professional  Educator  in  Tele- 
vision" at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology^ 

Ryerson  said  the  educational  television  movement  in  Chicago 
has  been  hampered  by  the  lack  of  large  contributions, 

"In  several  other  cities,"  Ryerson  pointed  out,  "many  indi- 
viduals have  contributed  from  $50,000  to  $200,000  a  piece,  A  campaign 
now  is  under  way  in  Chicago  to  solicit  gifts  of  this  size," 

In  reply  to  questions  concerning  the  progress  made  to  date, 
i^erson  said,  "we  will  move  ahead  with  the  construction  of  the  station 
and  the  hiring  of  a  staff  as  soon  as  we  are  able  to  find  a  competent 

general  manager  and  program  director*"

Dr«  Howard  C,  Hardy,  assistant  manager  of  the  physics  research 
department  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, Chicago,  coupled  the  advice  with  a  plea  for  more  research  on 
building  noises. 

He  declared  that  the  public's  patience  toward  noise  problems  has 
worn  thin,  but  relatively  little  is  known  about  such  problems  as  the 
transmission  of  sound  through  buildings. 

Dr.  Hardy  spoke  before  a  symposium  on  industrial  acoustics 
at  the  Armstrong  Cork  company,  Lancaster,  Pa,  The  symposium  was  part 
of  the  program  of  the  third  annual  meeting  of  the  Building  Research 
institute  being  held  in  Hershey,  Pa» 

A  few  laboratories,  he  pointed  out,  are  well-equipped  to 
measure  transmissions  through  walls,  but  such  measurements  do  not 
always  solve  problems,  Dr,  Hardy  noted  that  walls  often  are  rated 
better  in  laboratories  than  they  actually  prove  to  be  in  reducing  noises. 

This  difference,  he  explained,  cannot  always  be  attributed  to 

faults  in  building  materials.  He  said  sound  leaks  often  are  created 

because  of  the  architect  or  builder's  lack  of  knowledge  in  using  the 
materials,  -more-

Modern  construction  has  eliminated  much  of  the  sound  found  in 
earlier  buildings,  Dr«  Hardy  pointed  out.  Many  people,  he  said,  base 
their  opinions  of  such  construction  on  how  poor  it  is  for  privacy  or 
in  transmitting  nuisance  sounds. 

Dr»  Hardy  indicated  there  is  a  growing  awareness  of  the  impor- 
tance of  noise  control  in  building.  The  acoustical  materials  industry, 
he  reported,  sold  seven  times  as  much  materials  last  year  than  it  did 
in  any  pre-war  year. 

Several  "challenging  studies"  which  should  be  made  were  listed 
by  Dr.  Hardy: 

~A  study  of  the  field  practice  in  sound  transmission,  includ- 
ing a  listing  of  important  sound  leaks  and  how  they  can  be  remedied  in 
the  field.  This  would  include  leaks  due  to  electrical  wiring,  doors, 
baseboard,  ceiling,  and  wall  molding. 

~A  study  of  the  sound  transmission  properties  of  floors.  Dr. 
Hardy  commented  that  architects  do  not  even  have  basic  data  on  the 
problem.  Such  a  study  should  include  the  resonant  frequency  of  floors 
used  in  industrial  construction,  he  said« 

—Means  of  reducing  noise  in  plumbing  and  piping  systems. 

—Further  information  leading  toward  complete  specifications 
of  noise  in  ventilating  systems. 

—Study  of  good  practice  in  regard  to  preventing  factory  noise 
from  disturbing  neighboring  communities,  including  when  windows  can  be 
opened  and  how  to  control  traffic  noise  in  unloading  and  parking. 

Dr.  Hardy  also  urged  intensive  study  to  solve  another  challenging 
problem— the  reduction  of  the  hearing  loss  problem  in  industry.

The  building  industry,  he  said,  cannot  solve  the  problem  by 
itself.  It  will  be  alleviated  by  team  studies  of  noise  experts,  in- 
dustrial health  and  safety  engineers,  engineers  who  design  less  noisy 
machines,  and  architects,  acoustical  engineers,  and  materials  engineers 
who  design  more  acceptable  working  quarters,

Educational  television  is  an  untapped  resource  with  great  po- 
tentialities which,  if  effectively  executed,  could  produce  a  new  tech- 
nique in  education  as  well  as  in  television. 

This  concensus  was  reached  by  leaders  in  the  educational  televi- 
sion movement  who  participated  in  a  two-day  conference  May  21  and  22  at 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago* 

The  conference  on  "The  Role  of  the  Professional  Educator  in 
Television"  was  conducted  by  Illinois  Tech  for  representatives  of  educa- 
tional and  cultural  institutions  which  comprise  the  voting  membership 
of  the  Chicago  Educational  Television  association,  the  non-profit  organi- 
zation sponsoring  Chicago's  proposed  station—VJTTVJ. 

In  discussing  the  objectives  of  educational  television  and  the 
techniques  to  be  employed  in  reaching  them,  George  E,  Probst,  director  of 
radio  and  TV  at  the  University  of  Chicago,  expressed  the  hope  that  educa- 
tional television  will  provide  fitting  material  for  the  human  mind« 

"Unfortunately,  the  materials  that  human  minds  have  to  work 
with  are  fed  to  them  unconsciously,"  he  pointed  out.  "It  is  hoped  that 
educational  television  can  take  technical  or  diversified  information  and 
communicate  it  in  a  simple  form— intelligently,  meaningly,  and  relatively — 
to  command  human  interest  and  to  impart  useful  information  to  mass  society  in 
order  to  improve  society  itself,"  he  declared*

Educators  should  never  be  contented  with  the  shape  of  television 
today  but  should  look  at  the  potential,  according  to  John  R«  Winnie, 
chief  of  TV  production  at  the  State  University  of  Iowa» 

"The  visual  approach  of  educational  television  gives  the  educator 
an  opportunity  for  greater  intimacy  with  a  mass  audience,  far  greater 
than  can  be  achieved  in  the  classroom,"  Winnie  said,  "Your  great  oppor- 
tunity with  television  is  to  contribute  to  the  enlightenment  and  growth  of  the 
American  public." 

Commercial  IV  programs  which  fall  into  the  educational  classi- 
fication receive  the  smallest  allocation  of  time  in  the  over-all  broad- 
casting schedule,  it  was  pointed  out  by  Clyde  Hart,  director  of  the 
National  Opinion  Research  center  in  Chicago* 

He  defined  the  major  problems  of  educators  in  television  as 
arousing  attention  and  creating  an  audience  for  educational  TV* 

"Educational  television  should  be  designed  explicitly  in  terms 
of  educating  the  viewer  to  effect  changes  of  attitude,  lifting  the  level 
of  information,  and  motivating  the  viewer  to  develop  certain  skills," 
he  advised. 

Ben  Park,  network  program  manager  of  the  National  Broadcast- 
ing company  in  Chicago,  suggested  that  educational  television  programs 
be  drawn  from  actual  life. 

The  success  of  ai^  visual  program  depends  upon  the  ability  to 
create  believable  and  interesting  experiences  in  which  the  viewer  can 
find  a  relationship  to  himself,  he  told  the  educators* 

"Educational  television  must  rest  its  hope  on  things  money 
can't  buy,"  said  Robert  J.  Blakely  in  discussing  "Television  Tomorrow."

Edward  L»  Ryerson,  president  of  thte  Chicago  Educational  Televi- 
sion  association,  told  the , educators  that  Station  ¥TTW  would  not  be  able 
to  begin  operation^  until  lat^  1955  bedause  of  insufficient  funds. 

He  said  $88U|000  has  been  contributed  to  date,  but  that  ^300,000 
more  is  needed  to  establish  the  station  and  to  finance  the  first  two 
years  of  experimental  tel'e6astihgt. 

Four  rules  for  ediidational  television  programs  were  outlined  by 
Dr.  Morbert  J»  Hruby,  director  of  r^dio  and  television  at  Loyola  univer- 
sity, Chicago. 

Speaking  on  "Educational  Television  Is  Everybody's  Baby,"  Hruby 
said  the  programs  must  be  visual,  educational^  and  necessary,  but  never 
dull. 

"Educational  television  should  complement,  not  supplement,  and 
certainly  not  supplant  commercial  television,"  Hruby  declared. 
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Dr«  Maurice  D,  Kllbridge,  director  of  the  department  of  industrial 
engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  Chicago,  has  been  se- 
lected to  help  draw  up  a  five-year  plan  for  the  economic  and  industrial 
development  of  Pakistani. 

Dr.  Kilbrldge,  who  has  been  granted  a  leave  of  absence  by 
Illinois  Tech  to  serve  as  a  consultant  to  the  government  of  Pakistan, 
will  leave  on  the  project  early  in  June. 

He  is  one  of  a  group  of  eight  American  and  Canadian  economists 
and  engineers  retained  by  the  Pakistan  government  to  draw  up  a  blue- 
print for  the  country's  developments 

The  group,  to  be  directed  by  Dr.  Edward  Mason,  dean  of  the 
graduate  school  of  public  administration  at  Harvard  university,  will 
be  located  in  Karachi,  Pakistan's  capital. 

Dro  Kilbridge  estimated  the  project,  including  an  assessment  of 
resources  that  can  be  used  for  development,  will  take  about  a  year  and 
a  halfo 

Pakistan  attained  its  independence  from  Great  Britain  and  was 

partitioned  from  India  at  the  same  time  in  August,  19h7»     Since  becoming 

independent  Pakistan  has  been  conscious  of  the  need  for  rapid  economic 

development*

Instead,  they  are  much  the  same  as  other  individuals,  having 
virtually  the  same  range  of  interests  and  traits. 

At  least,  that's  the  result  of  a  unique  personality  study  of 
51I4  scientific  and  technical  staff  members  at  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  and  its  affiliate  organization,  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  both  of  Chicagoo 

The  study  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Willard  A.  Kerr,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  psychology  at  Illinois  Tech,  and  Raymond  H.  Van  Zelst,  a 
graduate  student* 

The  psychologists  asked  the  scientific  and  technical  workers  to 
rate  themselves  on  56  personality  trait  names,  such  as  "eccentric," 
"inhibited,"  and  "egotistical." 

The  study  was  unique  because  it  employed  a  method  of  self- 
analysis  not  common  in  personality  testing,  according  to  Kerr  and 
Van  Zelst.  Researchers  of  the  past  had  overlooked  the  obvious,  they 
felt,  by  studying  only  traits  supplied  by  clinicians.

Asking,  "TiJho  is  likely  to  know  about  a  given  personality?" 
Kerr  and  Van  Zelst  began  asking  the  scientists  themselves. 

Laboriously— the  work  took  more  than  a  year  to  complete—the 
psychologists  correlated  the  self -rated  traits  to  the  facts.  The  facts 
in  these  cases  comprised  actual  accomplishments  that  each  scientist  had 
to  his  credito 

The  researchers  found  that,  while  less-productive  workers  may  be 
content  to  hide  behind  laboratory  test  tubes,  the  majority  of  the  others 
were  original  and  enthusiastic  leaders. 

Of  the  group  studied,  70  per  cent  were  engineers  and  30  per  cent 
were  in  the  other  physical  sciences,  the  average  age  being  32* 

The  most  creative  held  more  degrees,  belonged  to  more  honorary 
and  professional  societies,  and  read  more  scientific  journalSo  They 
favored  independent  research  and  freedom  over  working  hours  and  de- 
clared themselves  less  selfish  of  motivoo 

Kerr  and  Van  Zelst  felt  they  obtained  "an  interesting  self- 
picture  of  highly-productive  scientists"  and  a  new  method  of  recording 
personality.  They  said  the  results  obtained  are  consistent  with  a 
similar  group  studied  previously.
